John L. Lewis, president of the Unit­ 
ed Mine W orkers, who saw’ the presi­ 
dent Monday, remained in the capitol 
for the purpose of considering the 
m atter. 
The coming conference, w’hich it is 
understood, 
will 
assemble 
at 
IO 
o’clock Saturday, will discuss solely 
what steps may be faken to get the 
wage negotiations on foot. 
To date 
the m iners’ union has demanded a na­ 
tional conference w’hile operators in 
general, refusing 
to 
enter such a 
gathering, have countered with pro­ 
posals to meet In district conferences 
for separate district w’age fixing. 
No official or executive indication, 
how’ever, was given that the meeting 
President Harding is expected to call 
w’ould find either party to the con­ 
troversy yielding Its stand as to the 
type of conference.

It is a strange manifestation in so 
self- possessed a man and the responsible 
head of his party who shinks from accept­ 
ing the duty of leadership.

session” is an unmistakable threat. 
It is 
an obvious confession that in the circum- 
stances there is little prospect of the bill's 
being considered, so something desperate 
must be tried. Congress w*ill not be grate­ 
ful for the prodding it has received from 
the w*hite house. 
The ship subsidy scheme 
has aroused no 
great enthusiasm even 
among republicans but has been the fruit­ 
ful cause of further conflict within the par­ 
ty. No demand for it has been heard from 
the country, and only by a skillfully manag­ 
ed campaign of acceleration it has been 
kept from dropping out of sight. If it is to 
be rescued from death by neglect it will be 
chiefly the president’s doing. 
The session 
is far advanced and congress is overloaded 
with work still to be completed. 
The sum- j 
mers are long and hot in Washington and 
home districts a^e restless and raising trou­ 
ble. 
The president may or may not have 
his way, but if the republicans in congress 
are persuaded, 
under 
pressure from the 
white house, to pass the ship subsidy bill, 
it must be in the knowledge that their legis­ 
lative record is already so bad that one 
more offense can make little difference in 
November.

THE SOUTH AND THE TARIFF. 


’ 
The Fort Worth, Texas, Star-Telegram 
has sent up a vigorous call to the democrats 
to let up in their straightout fight against 
the pending tariff bill and urges that they 
should devote themselves instead to secur­ 
ing “protection for the products of Texas 
and the South.” 
The Atlanta Constitution 
gives warm approval to the position taken 
by the Star-Telegram and argues that “so 
long as enactment of an undemocratic high 
protective tariff bill apparently is inevita­ 
ble the industries of the south should be 
placed on an even footing with those of 
the rest of the country in the enjoyment of 
the protection for wrhich it provides.” 
In other w*ords, the Star-Telegram and 
the Constitution agree with the position 
which was attributed over and over again 
to the late Senator Tillman— although he 
protested and proved that he never said it 
—that if there is going to be any stealing 
they w*ant the south to get its share. 
Well, suppose for the sake of the argu­ 
ment it be granted that this doctrine is 
sound, how do the Star-Telegram and the 
Constitution propose to amend the pending 
tariff bill so as to secure for the industries 
of their sections benefits comparable to 
those which will be enjoyed by the favored 
interests in whose behalf the bill has been 
framed? This is the question asked the 
Manufacturers Record several weeks ago 
and to which that 
stalwart champion of 
protection has yet to reply. 
The Fort Worth newspaper is, of course, 
published at the center of the Texas cattle 
industry and 
while it does not 
mention 
hides or cattle its willingness to soften its 
antagonism to a protective tariff for a con­ 
sideration, is 
somewhat 
understandable. 
But the Constitution speaks for a clientile 
whose interests are large and varied. 
To 
what articles wrould it wish to see the bene­ 
fits of protection! extended and w*hat w*ould 
be the effect of such protection, if obtain­ 
able, on southern industries in general? 
A good many people in the south have 
been caught by the plea that it is impossi­ 
ble to defeat a protective tariff bill outright 
and that therefore the best thing for the 
south is to get what it can out of such a 
measure. 
The answer to this is, first if a 
protective tariff bill cannot be defeated 
outright it can be made to defeat the party 
that sponsors it and, second, that there is 
not the slightest reason for thinking that 
the south could in fact wrestanythingworth 
while for itself out of the pending bill no 
matter how it might try.
